SAIGON (AP) - The U.S. 
Command today annou nced the 
loss of another fighter-bomber 
ov er northern Laos, and fo ur 
American helicopters were shot 
down du ring an attack on a 
U.S. patrol northeast of Saigon. 
The command said an Air 
Force F4 Phantom was lost last 
Friday du e to u nknown cau ses 
and the two crewmen were list­ 
ed as missing. It was the 11th 
U.S. plane lost ov er Laos and 
North Vietnam since Dec. 10; 
15 of the crewmen are listed 
missing and six were rescu ed. 
The 
fou r 
helicopters 
were 
shot down Monday when they 
came to the aid of a 25 -man pa­ 
trol 
that was attacked near 
du sk in the ju ngles 40 miles 
northeast of Saigon. The com­ 
mand said one GI was killed 
and 13 were wou nded in the at­ 
tack. It was the biggest Ameri­ 
can grou nd action in more than 
a month. Enemy losses were 
not known. 
The patrol was hit by a bar­ 
rage of small arms and au to­ 
matic weapons fire. The Ameri­ 
cans mov ed back with their 
casu alties, and teams of obser­ 
v ation helicopters, rocket-firing 
gu nships 
and 
medical 
ev ac­ 
u ation helicopters were called 
in. 
North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong forces also bombarded a 
Sou th Vietnamese post near the 
district town of Ben Cat, 25 
miles northwest of Saigon, with 
100 to 150 mortar shells. Six 
Sou th Vietnamese soldiers were 
reported wou nded.

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Torture a la North Vietnam 


Orientals through history have achieved a 
reputation for the “ exquisiteness” 
of 
their 
tortures, exquisite in the sense of being carefully 
and elaborately, yet delicately, conceived and 
carried out. 
Torture of the most brutal kind has been ad­ 
ministered to fellow human beings by members 
of all races throughout history and continues to 
be The peoples of the Orient have no monopoly 
on its use but somehow they have acquired the 
reputation 
for 
designing 
especially 
sadistic 
tortures 
The North Vietnamese continue to exhibit that 
developed and refined skill. The most recent 
example is their refusal to accept 900 gift 
packages mailed to American prisoners of war 


t r o m their t a m i i i e s a t 1 l i r i s t m a s . 
The rebuff of the love and care that went into 
the preparation of these packages has created 
deeply felt heartache in those who prepared and 
sent the gifts, and anger and contempt in the 
hearts of millions of other Americans who saw 
photographs of the mailbags full of gifts stacked 
undelivered in the New York post office where 
they had been rejected by the Soviet postal 
administration — on instructions from the North 
Vietnamese. 
Every American knows in his heart that his 
government would not stoop to such despicable 
torture but the North Vietnamese fight with a 
different set of rules as the United States has 
been learning the hard way. 


Taking Aim At Donald Duck 


The Marxist government of Chile is having 
plenty of trouble domestically but its officialdom 
is not so busy with the nation's ills that it does not 
have time to attempt to destroy Donald Duck. 
Donald, it seems, is a “ class enemy” of Chile’s 
leftist government. 
Two Marxists who are employed by the 
government publishing house just completed a 
book entitled “ How To Read Donald Duck” 
which attempts to show a “ sado-masochistic” 
relationship between Donald and his nephews. 
The authors claim Donald and other Disney 
comics pose a threat to “ the Chilean reality” 
because they advocate “ bourgeois” institutions 
such as free enterprise. 


To counteract the influence of the Disney 
comics on the children of Chile, the government 
has published a comic book of its own which 
shapes the thoughts of the young Chilean in a 
manner pleasing to Marxists. 
In one story, for example, poor youngsters, 
assisted by their elders, seize and occupy a piece 
of privately owned land and make it into a 
children’s park — certainly in the socialist 
tradition. 
The Marxist planners in Chile are busy 
developing their socialist state and apparently 
anything or anybody who gets in their way m ust 
go. Poor Donald Duck, capitalist wretch that he 
is, apparently must go also.

We hear how 
marvelous it is 
that television 
is showing 
us 
more

tuality” than w e ’could ever 
hope to see before. We’re all 
“ better 
i n f o r m e d ” 
than 
Americans of earlier days. 
Even when a war is fought 
10,000 miles away, as in the 
case of Vietnam, we now have 
some idea w hat it is really 
like. We see protest marches, 
city council debates, an en­ 
dless parade of public figures 
at all levels of government. 
We 
go 
inside 
hospitals, 
schools, factories. 
Obviously, some of this is 
indeed intensely interesting. 
And most of us could never 
spend the 
time 
or 
travel 
enough to get over personally 
the grouna television covers 
for us. 


N E V E R T H E L E S S , the net 
of it is that Americans are on 
the way to boring each other 
into glaze-eyed stupor. 
Maybe there’s too much of 
everything. With the constant 
help of the tube, we are 
talking ourselves to death. 
I don’t really care if I ever 
hear another live telecast of a 
city council shout-and-shove 
match. The drug abuse issue 
is important to everybody, 
but most discussions of it are 
deadly. 
P r e s i d e n t 
N i x o n ’ s 
economic 
P h a s e 
II 
has 
automatic interest for every 
American. Still, the talkers 
are running the subject into 
the ground. I’m ready for 
Phase III right now. It’s got to 
be better. 
Most. 
of 
telev isio n ’s 
“ specials” don’t seem very 
special any more. Inevitably, 
there are exceptions. Most, 
however, go over old ground. 
With each new presidential 
election, the writing press 
and television go for heavier 
and heavier 
overkill. 
You 
watch. 
In 
1972 
the 
whole 
business will be getting under 
way at halftime in the Rose 
Bowl game. 
I t’s 
frightening 
and 
dismaying that we probably 
are in for new depths of 
smothering boredom in the 
campaign ahead. 
You can’t blame it all on the 
candidates’ alleged lack of 
e x c ite m e n t, as som e ob­ 


servers appear ready to do. 
Most certainly won’t be ex­ 
citing, and they’ll talk too 
much and wear us out. 
But we’ll wear them out, 
too. The reporters will ask 
them the same questions over 
and over. The “ how do you 
feel” television newscasters 
will be poking their stick 
m icro p h o n e s 
un d er 
the 
candidates’ nostrils at every 
wayside airport stop from 
now until next November. 


IT IS TOO M U C H . Nothing 
lasts on television, especially 
when put to the supreme test 
of endless repitition. 
I know 
some 
thoughtful 
politicians who think cam ­ 
paigns, by their nature, are 
unsuited 
to 
te le v isio n ’s 
“ a c tu a l it y ” . R epetition is 
built in. We don’t endure it in 
other fields, so why should we 
in this? Would we still be 
laughing at a Neil Simon 
comedy if we saw it 15 times 
in two months? 
I’m not sure, though, that 
repetition and excess account 
altogether for our growing 
boredom. I suspect that there 
is a terrible lack of freshness 
in 
our 
a p p r o a c h e s 
to 
p ro b le m s 
which 
should 
challenge and stir us. If our 
discussions of vital issues are 
dull, our “ solutions” seem 
insipid and uninventive. For 
all their ferment, the kids 


aren’t 
much 
help, 
either. 
Their particular excesses are 
only briefly intriguing. And 
there is no zip in their war­ 
med-over Marxism. 
Americans have too little to 
say that’s really new. Old 
words 
are 
always boring, 
especially when flashed to us 
endlessly on that tube.

Hotel Loot 
Totals Well 
Over Million 


NEW YORK (AP) - Police 
say the loot from the smoothly 
professional New Year’s week­ 
end heist at the Hotel Pierre al­ 
ready totals well over $1 mil­ 
lion and unofficial estimates of 
the haul were running as much 
as five times that figure. 
“How much did they get? It’s 
like the market—flexible,” said 
John Keeney, the hotel’s secur­ 
ity chief, as he stood in the lob­ 
by Monday. “At the moment 
it’s going up.” 
Scores of detectives pressed 
an investigation into what Po­ 
lice Commissioner Patrick V. 
Murphy called “one of the big­ 
gest robberies in the city’s his­ 
tory,” but there was no report­ 
ed' progress. 
The New York Daily News 
said today that investigators 
believe the gang may be the 
same one that hit the Harbor 
Island Spa, a Miami Beach re­ 
sort hotel, for $2 million in cash 
and jewelry on March 31, 1966. 
Police had already said the 
gang’s 
tools 
and 
methods 
matched those of the bandits 
who took $15,000 in cash and an 
undetermined amount of jew­ 
elry early Christmas morning 
from the Drake Hotel on Park 
Avenue. 
The 
well-dressed 
gang 
ar­ 
rived at the Pierre, in a sleek 
limousine shortly after 4 a.m. 
Sunday and persuaded the se­ 
curity guard to open the locked 
door 
by 
saying 
they 
were 
guests with reservations. 
They handcuffed or trussed 
19 persons and spent nearly two 
hours looting 47 • safe deposit 
boxes. 
Because of the gang’s seem­ 
ing familiarity with the hotel 
layout and the security routine, 
detectives were said to believe 
the bandits either had inside in­ 
formation 
or 
had 
carefully 
cased the hotel for some time. 


Radioactive Matter 


Contaminates Jet 


JACKSONVILLE. Fla. 
(AP) 
— A leaky package of radio­ 
active medical isotopes contam­ 
inated a Delta Air Lines jet 
liner which 
then 
spread 
the 
radioactivity to airports in five 
states last weekend. 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission officials 
say there is no apparent health 
hazard. 
“We’re systematically going 
about proving what we think is 
the case - that no one was hurt 
by it,” said G. H. Giboney, sci­ 
entist in the AEC’s Savannah 
River operations office in Ai­ 
ken, S.C. 
Delta officials in Atlanta re­ 
ported Monday tnat the leakage 
occurred Friday in a shipment 
of 80 curies of molybdenum 
being flown from Kennedy Air­ 
port in New York to Houston, 
Tex. A curie is a measure of 
radioactive matter. 
The same plane, a 96-passen­ 
ger Convair 880, 
then made 
eight more passenger flights 
with stops in five states before 
the contamination was detected 
and the plane was withdrawn 
from service for decontamina­ 
tion. 


U.S., Russia 
To Ask China 
T o Parley 


FRANKFULT 
(AP) - The 
United States and the Soviet 
Union have agreed in behinu- 
the-scenes talks at the United 
Nations to invite Communist 
China to participate in the Gen­ 
eva Disarmament 
Conference, 
the Frankfurter Rundschau re­ 
ported from Geneva today. 
The newspaper said Washing 
ton and Moscow also had agreec 
to call the 26-nation disarma­ 
ment conference back into ses­ 
sion on Feb. 29. 
Quoting informed sources in 
Geneva, 
the report said the 
Russians and the Americans 
had not yet decided how to ap­ 
proach Peking with an invita­ 
tion. The report said two pos­ 
sibilities were similarly worked 
but separate invi.ations from 
Washington and Moscow or a 
joint invitation from the two 
governments as cochairmen of 
the disarmament conference.
